calculating they had possession and 
would keep possession. 


Colonel's Good Proapsets. 


Already thee* questions raised are 
being in part answered. Signs are al­ 
ready num erous that 
Riosevdt 
can 
reach out, if be chooses and capture a 
part 
of 
the 
southern 
delegations. 
Those who believe that they can be 
delivered bodily to Mr. Taft have evi­ 
dently been miscalculating. 
Before Colonel Roosevelt left Knox­ 
ville for this place he had an import­ 
ant conference with former Represen­ 
tative Hale, of Tennessee, now a mem ­ 
ber of the national com m ittee from 
that state. 
In this conference there Is 
reason to believe the state of feeling 
of the south toward Roosevelt with 
respect to 1912 was discussed. 
W hat this feeling Is may be judged 
In part by the enthusiastic 
crowd* 
that are turning out to greet him. 
Moreover, It is »tated by politicians 
of prom inence that neither Mr. Hitch­ 
cock nor any one else can keep a 
large sh a re of the southern delega­ 
tions from Roosevelt if he will con­ 
sent to take a renomination. 


Taft Man's Admission. 


National Com m itteem an Hale is a 
staunch friend of President Taft and 
of P ostm aster General Hitchcock. He 
was asked the direct question: 
“WHI the southern delegations sup­ 
port Mr. Taft at the next national 
convention?” 
Mr. Hale replied: 
“N either Mr. Hitchcock nor any one 
else can keep a large share of the 
southern delegates from going to Mr. 
Roosevelt is he lets it tie known he 
will accept renomination. 
“The Roosevelt 
sentim ent in my 
own state is great. 
The people are 
for Roosevelt.” 
Mr. Hale asserted his Arm belief 
that the situation would be found the 
sam e in a number of other southern 
states. 
While it is nut disclosed what 
conversation passed bt ween the for­ 
mer president an* Mr. Hale, it Is not

GROWS HUGE FLOWERS 


California Gardener Perfects Geranium 
Six Inches In Diameter. 
Ban Francisco, Oct. IU. — Richard 
Dleuer, gardener, of Colma, a suburb 
of 'Frisco, who has been experim enting 
secretly with all kinds of flowers in 
order to ascertain how to enlarge the 
size, bas 
perfected a geranium six 
inches iu diameter, which has been 
pronounced by experts as one of the 
most extraordinary achievem ents in 
floral culture. 
By removing the pollen from a sin­ 
gle variety of “w hite” geranium which 
I* In full bloom, and crossing It with 
a red one Dieuer has discovered that 
the 
flowers 
will 
become twice the 
original size, and by the second and 
third crossing he is able to produce a 
truss or cluster of blossoms measuring 
from Ave to six inches in diam eter, ac­ 
cording to the num ber of tim es he 
crosse* the flowers. 
Diener has also perfected carnations 
four and five Inches in diameter. The 
carnations were evolved by crossing a 
carnation with a "prosperity” pink.

Canadian T rain s Save Thousands by 


Running Through Suffocating Smoke 


and Burning Bridges— Victim s Burn­ 


ed to Cinders. 


Rainy River, Ont.. Ort. IO,— W h ile a 
wind is sweeping a sea of tire east­ 
ward 
on 
the 
south 
side of 
Rainy 
R iv e r at a velocity of Atty miles an 
bour, the great body of flames parsed 
Ib is section, revealing a calam ity t hat 
already reaches the proportion of an 
International disaster. 
Sixty dead have been found in the 
path of the flames, while the towns of 
Spooner, Beaudette and Pitt have been 
totally destroyed, with a property toss 
that cannot be even estimated at the 
present. It Is believed that at least loo 
others perished. 
W ith the exception of the destruc­ 
tion of the m ills and stork of the Rat 
Portage Lum ber company, near Rainy 
R iver, 
following 
the 
course 
of 
the 
flames, which tour heil a corn* r of the 
town, a principal loss is confined to 
the south side of the river and chiefly 
sustained along the Am erican border 
These fires have been sm ouldering 
ta that district for months and were 
started anew by a terrific wind which 
began to blow two days ago The wind 
increased in velocity with the heat, 
until a wave of flame over IOO feet 
high and as long lea|>ed barriers half 
a mile wide in many directions. 


M any Perished on Railroad Track. 


It was this situation that caused so 
many to perish on the railw ay track. 
T h e) sought tills opening in the bosh. 
but were burned to cinders by tile 
best wave leaping this barrier of »oine 
SOO yards along the clearing of the 
railw ay tracks. 
The best description of the Are was 
given by Jam es Ram sey, a well known 
citizen of Spooner 
He said: 
I was 
several miles south of Beaudette when 
I first beard the roar of the flames. I 
■tarted to run for the town. but tile 
tire was coming fast aud 
was very 
close 
I caught up with a man. who 
was accompanied by a woman with a 
baby. 
The> 
were exhausted, and 
I 
grabbed the child and fled. 
There whs 
a wall of flames alidad of us. but the 
wind shitted and we passed through. I 
can’t understand bow any of the home­ 
steaders of that section can have es 
caped. 
I 
believe 
this 
fir** 
w ill 
go 
through hundreds of mile* of brush 
aud tim ber and that hundreds of peo 
Pl* will perish " 
The flames struck P itt Sundae and 
everything was destroyed. Previously 
Beaudette and 
S o o n e r had burned. 
and the people fled across to Rain* 
R iv e r 
Many were overtaken as they 
fled 
from 
Pitt 
and 
perished 
The 
prompt work of relief engineered by 
the Canadian 
Northern railroad oft! 
rials preserved thousands of lives as 
practically all the residents of Hpeeu 
ar, Beaudette and Pitt escaped only 
by the special trains run for them by 
that company. 
Many 
trains 
had 
been 
running 
through suffocating smoke and burn­ 
ing bridges and tim bers, but regard­ 
less of danger to the crews The most 
dram atic happenings were those inci­ 
dent to the escape of twin fugitives in 
a lout train of box rara. 


Relief T rain s Crowded. 


The mob of meu. women and chil­ 
dren waited for the tram while their 
homes were in flames, and the roar of 
failing tim bers were harrowing in the 
extreme. The first trainload steamed 
across to R ainy R iver, with the men 
hanging to the sides and to the car 
trucks Wom en were given flrat places. 
Many of those left started running 
down the tracks and perished thus. 
Others with great courage stood to 
their ground aud were rescued by the 
second train. 
The women aud children have found 
shelter with the fam ilies of (.’anadiaus, 
but most of the men are living in box 
cera. 
Moat of these unfortunates have 
I oat everything they possessed, many 
of them being almost naked. Tents are 
badly needed. The moat conservative 
estim ates are that at least IOO people 
have perished iu the woods, of which 
there is no record aud possibly uever 
w ill 
be. 
T w o thousand people are 
homeless.
